. Hawaii's first nominating election under the
new direct primary law has brought a number
of lessons and suggestions. for needed amend-
ments to the law. - :V V -

On the whole, the new method of nominating
party Candidates worked just as successfully as
its supporters "had hoped. It provided a free
and untrammeled expression of opinion on the
part of voters' as to the men they wished to see
run for office. Its main drawback that of fail-

ing to keep voters of one party from partici-
pating in.the nominations of candidates of an-

other party can hardly 1)0 overcome except by
some rigid plan that would make an elector de-

clare his party allegiance and receive a ballot
c ontaining the names only of candidates run-

ning under that single party designation. Such
a plan would have two manifest disadvantages

lots according to their judgment, and it would
increase the election machinery. to the point of
